It means that San Antonio is 


the heart and brains of a fourth of 
the continental U. S. Army and 
at least a third of its air training 
effort. 


Two of tho most famous of Am- 
erican generals have commanded 
at San Antonio, but one of them, 
Kobert Edward Lee, got a send-off 
something less than cordial. 
The other, 
General 
John 
L. 


Perching, went direct from com- 
mand of the southern department 
to lead the American expeditionary 
force to France in 1017. He was 
stationed here after leading tho 
expedition against Mexican Bandit 
Pancho Villa, and left San Antonio 
to become the first full general of 
the U. S. since the 
Civil War. 
Pershing was 
sent 
away loaded 
with honors and congratulations. 
Lee found just the reverse sixty 
years before. He was en route to 
Washington, D. C., in response to 
an order from the federal govern- 
ment, , then on the verge of 
war 
with the southern state. 


Lee's Baggage JleUI. 
Lee, a Virginian, was detained 
by secessionist who had taken com- 
mand of San Antonio. Ho refused 
to resign from tho federal army 
and in retaliation his baggage was 
held here. Ho WUH allowed to pro- 
ceed, eventually to become com- 
mander In chief of the Confederate 
army. 


Not man alone but nature loo 
thus has made San Antonio vital 
to U. S. defense. It's strategic po- 
sition—150 miles from the Gulf 
coant, 150 miles from the Mexican 
border—was manifest to the first 
men of arms who say it, notably 
Don Domingo Teran do Los KIos, 
emissary of tho Spanish King who 
established a post here in 1091. 


SupplieH were plentiful. The val- 


ley of tho San Antonio River—so 
winding the Indians called it by a 
name meaning "drunken-old-man* 
going-homc-al-night"—was 
green. 
Tho post was a natural. 


Out of this seed grew another, 


and most, of all San Antonio's 
long lino of forts—the Alamo. It 
was built MS a combination mis- 
sion and fortress In 1.718 and be- 
came hallowed ground when Mex- 
ican General Santa Ana slew its 
defenders to tho last man in 1830. 


For three following, bloody dec- 
ades Texans fought Indian raiders, 
Mexican invaders and tho U 
S 


(during thu Civil War) and always 
San Antonio stood »H their citadel. 


Then in 187(i begun the expan- 
sion which today makes .San An- 
tonlans foci they live in tho fight- 
ingest military town in the coun- 
try.
